“The Land of the Rising Sun.’’ 


Miss Bawuen’s Report. 


Rev. Mr. Woodsworth, by previous ap 
pointment, occupied the chair. During 
his introductory speech he produced a 
very gencral smile by sayiny that, in 
speaking, for the Weman’s Auxiliary 
Society of Brandon, he could say it is a 
healthy woman's society. He went on 
to say that it was intended he should de- 
liver, before our ladies’ local society, a 
speech on Missions, some weeks ago but 
on reconsideration it was deemed advis- 
able to give way to the ladies who were 
on their return trip from Japan who 
were now on the platform whom he had 
much pleasure in introducing. 

Rev. Mr. Daniels, the pastor in charge 
in speaking for afew minntes said, he 
only vuiced the voice of the Church in 
welcoming Mrs. (Godderham and Mrs. 
Strachan to our midst and wishing them, 
in their labors of love, a hearty Goa 
speed. The ladies were endeavoring to 
circulate, through the wide world, the 
glad tidings of a risen Saviour, and 
though they may be termed small aids, 
yet, like capillary canals in the human 
frame they are absolutely necessary. 
Japan, though shut cut from all other 
nations for over 250 years, has worked 
out stupenduous problems. The Eovlian 
harp is useless to the deity of the winds 
Without air, and so the opening up of 
Japan and Chinato the introduction of 
the Gospel will be useless without the 
Church and its diversitied aids. Heathen- 
ism is like the writhing a broken headed 
snake whose contortions must Soon cease 
as itssun is fast setting. The world 
must be converted notwithstanding the 
doub‘s of pessimists, though it may take 
more time than the most assured opti- 
mist may suppose—the truth lies bet- 
ween the extremes of both. It requires 
more than mere Stick-ig-the-mnds to go 
and preach in Japan, or India or Chins. 
Thvuugh such might be tolerated at Purt- 
age Ja Prairie, at Winnipeg, or even at 
brandon, they are no use whatever to 
the Orients. Those foreign fields re- 
quire superior men and women, etc. 

When Mrs. Guoderham was called up- 
on she stepped forward and after a grace- 
ful bow and smile she related many inct- 
dents of their travel in Japan. She was 
very much pleased with the lucation and 

rogress of the cty of Brandon whose 
ame had reached the East as well as the 
far west. She vividly described the con- 
dition of the lower classes of the Japan- 
ese, who are treated like beasts of bur- 
den. She has great hope on accuunt of 
the good work the Christian Schools are 
accomplishinging. They have educated 
over 1,000 girls in 8 years. These train- 
ed girls go vut as interpreters and they 
gather money to help in educating oth- 
ers. She says that young married wo- 
men in that country must please their 
mothers-in-law else they will have them 
divorced at ence. The towns are so 
numerous and densely populated that a 
suburb of 27,000 is called—the country. 
In the rice tields people work in water 
up to their knees. In one city of 25,000 
inhabitants they found only two chris- 
tians, Women live so secludedly in the 
East that men missionaries cannot reach 
them. Because girl babies are thought 
of so little value there are over 200,000 
of them destroyed every year. 

Mrs. Strachan, whois the Recording 
Secretary for the Methodist Women’s 
Foreign Mission Society, gave us an idea 
of the werk which is being done among 
the Indians and Chinese of British Col- 
umbia. She says that at Port Simpson 
and other places four or five Indian fam- 
ilies live in the same small house and are 
huddled together like cattle, while many 
others are endeavoring to copy after the 
white people. They saw an Indian mar-

MISS BAWDEN'S REPORT. 


The Brandon Auxiliary of the Wo- 
man's Missi Association of the 
Methodist church has just been in exist- 
ence one year and three motnhe, se we 
are celebrating our first annual meeting. 
We started with twerty members none of 
whom had had any experience in the 
work. Our membership now numbers 
forty-six, and we hope we will be able to 
say at Our next annual meeting, that we 
have doubled our numbers, for, the fee 
which is one dollar isthe principal way 
we have of raising money. The officers 
for the year were: President, Mrs. 
Woodsworth; Ist Vice-President, Mrs. 
Van Tassel; 2nd Vive-President, Mrs. 
Johnstone; Recording Sectretary, Mise 
Bawden, Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. 
Reesor; Treasurer, Miss Hall. 

The average attendance for the first 
quarter was 10; 2nd 9: 3rd 13; 4th 14. 
We have had eleven regular monthly 
meetings, one special meeting and one 
public meeting. Our reg meetings 
are held on the second Thursday in each 
month at 4 p.m. continuing from one to 
two hours: the first part is spent in 
prayer and scripture-reading. We have 
a committee formed every month to pro- 
vide some missionary litersture for the 
meetings. After they have given their 
report we proceed with the business. 
There is a lively interest takeh in every 
meeting. The ladies all seem to come in- 


! tent on missionary work. I think this is 
greatly due to the President who, though 
| not living in a foreign field, is, no less, 
; living right in the work. Atone of our 

meetings we had the pleasure of meeting 
: Mrs. Hunter, President of St. Thomas 
; Auxiliary. She was just returning from 
British Columbia where she visiied the 
homes and supported by the ‘*Woman’s 
, Missionary Society of the Methodi-t 
| Church.” She could net speak too high- 
ly of the work done there and said if the 
Society did no other work it was well 
worth the effort they put forth.

BIG PRICE FOR WHEAT. 


Mr. Richard H. Skrine, a farmer at 
Grenfell, Aeaa., grew a farge crop of La- 
doga wheat in 1891 on his ferm, which 
averaged 37} bushels totheacre. He 
determined tose'lit in England, and 
went over for that pu . and had he 
been able to get it over March would 
have realized 43 shillings a quarter, or 
about $1.35 a bushel. He was offered ie 
a quarter more for Ladoga than for any 
other wheat on the English market Mr. 
Skrine 1s convinced thatthe only way 
farmers can ever get a fair value for their 
wheat isto combine and ship to the old 
country themselves ; his present scheme 
is to induce is to induce » large numper 
of farmers to sow Ladoga next ipring. 

The Mark Lake Express of Aug. lith 
has the following notice of Mr. Skrine’s 
wheat : ‘‘Leading cornfactors in London 
and Liverpool have within the laat few 
days some very handsome Canadian red 
wheats as high as 37s. per 496 is., sown 
in April and gathered in August, 1891, 
and weighing here from 65th to 661b. per 
bushel. This wheat would have come 
here nine or ten months ago, but being 
grown some °300 miles west of Winnipeg, 
and the snow settling in early there last 
ycar, the producers found it hard to cart 
it to the Canadian Pacific railway, and so 
kept it over forone year. Had it arrived 
here last Sertamber or October it would 
have fetched 48s, per 496 Ibs. The seed 
was ‘Petersburg Ladoga” wheat, sent 
out tothe Canadian government some 
six or seven years ago for distribution 
amongst various growern ; and it is dlaim- 
ed for this quality that it ripens eo early 
that itis more likely to escape frosts 
than other sorts sown in that distagt 
region.”

than the C. P. R. contract guarauteed 
monoply to the R.R.Co., and yet the 
Petersoniaa institute and its friends did 
from one end of Manitoba to the other 
what they now without measure blame 
the Roman Catholics for doing—clamor- 
ing for ‘their rights.”

THE SEWERS. 


It must be quite apparent to any one 
whc takes the trouble to lvox into the 
matter that the City Council have made a 
bad mistake in some of the principles of 
the sewer system they have selected for 
the City, and time will prove it. We do 
not here write for the purpuse of censur- 
ing ny member of the Board as it is 
quite evident no one of its members 
would make a mistake knowing or believ- 
ing it to be such. 

It is a moral certainty that the size of 
the pipes will prove altogether insufti- 
cient when the city grows a little larger, 
and there is a greater strain on their cap- 
acity. All the expense that larger pipes 
would have entailed on the city would be 


‘in the extra cost of the pipes, and that 


would amount to but a trifle, the cut- 
tings and other expenses connected with 
the completion of the works would have 
been but very little different with pipes 
of a third more diameter, and that with 
the natural fall of the city would have 
more than doubled their capacity. We 
repeat that when the works are extended 
to meet the requirements of the place 
five or ten years hence, it will be found 
necessary to tear up the present pipes, or 
those of them nearing the outlets at 
least, and substitute larger ones. This 
to the tax-payers will be no small matter. 
Then it appears that in the “Y” or junc- 
tion pipes, but more especially in the 
double “‘Y’s” a mis take has been made. 
As from the natural fall of the ground 
the sewer discharge will always have con- 
siderable force, no two junctions should 
be opposite one another, or for that mat- 
ter in the same section—in short there 
should be no double ‘‘Y’s” used and the 
junctions should be at angles much more 


acute than they are. Solid substances |. 


carried in these sewers meeting in one 
point thrgagh two opposite branches will 
have a great tenden:y to clog the trunk, 
and clogging is one of the greatest nuis- 
ances that can ever occur in sewerage, as 
it has eo many attendant evils. 

No doubt the Council before adopting 
the present system, consulted some of 
the best engenering talent to be had, bu: 
it is to be regretted too many professional 
men work from theories aloneand not from 
the lessens of experience. Correspon- 
dence with the authorities of other cities 
would have called up all the matters, of 


which we write, and have offered sugges- | i 


tions the results of experience that all 
engineers are not familisr with. Of course 
it is a late day to begin a cure now, but 
it would be even cheaper to commence it 
now thas to await the experiences of the 
futare.

Another thing we cannot too strongly 
impress on parents is that respect for the 
teachers must be observed in all domestic 
conversations on school matters. The 
moment a teacher is spoken of disrespect- 
fully by a parent, that moment the con- 
fidence of the pupil is destroyed and the 
influence of the teacher is gone. We 
cannot too strongly impress this on the 
minds of parents, and they cannot give 


by the teacher is different to that in use 


of the worst mistakes ever made by the 
Government. When, at Confederation, 
these lands were set apart for education, 
it was fully intended, the Federal author- 
ities should remain simp‘y as trustees for 
the Local Government, and not owners of 
the lands. Besides that interference 
would now only stir up the trouble even 
leaving the last condition worse than the 
first. While opposed to the principle of 
Separate schools, we were always of the 
opinion if judgment and toleration had 
guided the Protestants and Catholics at 
the head of affairs in this country, the 
fancies of the latter could have been met 
without injustice to anyone. If all 
schools were brought up to the same 
standard of efficiency, no harm could re- 
sult in leaving the Roman Catholics s 
few Separate schools in those localities 
that are wholly Roman Catholic, provid- 
ing that in localites where Roman Cath- 
olics were not sufficient- 
ly numerous to support Separate schools, 
supported the schools in their midst. 
This would have in no way diminished 
the grants made to the Secular schoole of 
the province, and have established a sys- 
tem of thinge to which no one could ob- 
ject. However, whatever disposition is 
made of the school question it must be 
made by the Local Government it will 
never do for the Federal authorities to 
tamper with it in any way, shape or 
form. The Catholics are fully entitled 
to everything the law will give them and 
toany concessions they get from the 
Local Legislature, but here the matter 
must end, and it will be well for the Fed- 
eral authorities to observe this in time.

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OUR MANUFACTURES. 


On Friday lsst in looking round the 
“town for some of its local undustries, I 
called on Hanbury & McNea Mfy. Co., 
anden my meutioning that I came from 

he Mair office, Mr. Hanbury in the 
kingest way showed me over the mill and 
give me.a large amount of information in 
regard to their business. 

Their mill isatwo storied building 
40x70, containing everything in the 
shape of machinery that is necessery to 
turn cut doors, sshes, mouldings, 
frames and ali kinds of turned work as 
expeditiously as possible. 25 men are 
constantly employed their wages averag- 
ing about $550 or $400 a week. 

Onthe ground floorisa large reom 
filled with the ever buzzing sound of the 
machinéry, here the moulding, plaining 
and other machines are constantly at 
work turning out innumerable useful 
articles daly. Adjoining this is a room 
where allthe turning etc. is done and 
here some really beautiful work is ex- 
ecuted. amongst them some very hand- 
some articles turned out of British Col- 
vumbia Fir. Up stairs, is a large room, 
here the hum of the amchinery is not as 
overpowering as below. Sahes, doors, 
andany number of other things are here 
to be found in all shapes, sizes and con- 
ditions. Doors and windows for the 
Central School, in a finished and untin- 
pshed state, and numbers of mouldings 
and other decorations for the same build- 
ing. Two mencan turn out from 60 te 
70 ordinary sized sashes a day. 

Whey have « large stock of lumber con- 
stantly coming in from different points 
in the United States, British Columbia 
and Rat Portage, their lumber yard 
covers about 4 an acre, into which runs a 
track from the C PR.

This seemed to me tobe an 
article that is required in nearly every 
dwelling in the. country, particularly 
when one remembers the innumerable 
times one has opened the window and 
forgetting the then necessary ‘‘prop”’ to 
kecp it open, necessitating the closing of 
the aforesaid window anja hunt for that 
never-to be-found ‘“‘prop” or some other 
artiadle to take its place. This is obviated 
by this invention, and «ill when seen 
and weed be thoroughly appreciated.

FREE TEXT BOOKS.

th usand to fifteen hundred dollars. We 
think it would bea wise move on the 
part of our City Board to adopv this sys- 
tem, especially now that four or fire new 
books have been prescribed for grades 
VI, VII and VIII.
